TO 

Provide for the alteration of the Local Government 
(Procedure of Councils) Order, 1899. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. — (1.) The Local Government Board may, if they think fic, by 

Provisional Order confirmed by Parliament annul or vary either 
generally, or, on the application of the council of any particular 
county, as respects that county, any provision in the Local 
Government (Procedure of Councils) Order, 1899. 

10 (2.) Sections two hundred and fourteen and two hundred and 

fifteen of the Public Health Act, 1878, shall, with the necessary 
modifications, apply for the purpose of an Order under this Act. 

2. This Act shall be construed as one with the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, may be cited as the Local Government 
15 Ireland (No. 2) Act, 1900, and may be cited with the Local 
Government (Ireland) Acts, 1898 and 1900.
